Del.eon. the chairman, demanded that 
the question be settled once and for 
all. 
A long discussion ensued, nearly 
every one of the twenty-three dele­ 
gates taking occasion to explain why 
he was not in favor of Deb«,

that the suggestion of the Socialistic 
party unity league could not he adopt- 1 
ed and that, the convention will send 
the league a reply explaining why 
Debs is not desirable.

Bryan to infuse factional feeling into 
the Democratic convention, friends of 
the Nebraskan determined to offer a 
resolution of a character designed not 
to raise controverted political issues 
Through

the 
Brjan following expects to have Its 
resolution brought to the attention of 
tlie delegates immediately alter the 
Speech of tho temporary chairman ha.- 
been 
delivered 
In 
that 
evd'ttt 
the 
Parker resolution would have to be 
offered as a substitute, if submitted ui 
all, anil the Bryan men declare thai 
the New York delegation would there­ 
by be placed in the attitude of at 
tempting, undei the guise of eulogu 
mg a g n a t part} 
leader, to treat* 
stiife and dissatisfaction and to make 
harmony impossible. 
All Democrats without regard to fac 
tionai aft,liations applaud the sugges 
tion coming from New York that th* 
national convention should embrace 
the first opportunity of honoring the 
memory ol Mr. Cleveland, but most ot 
those who hu\e expressed themselves 
on the subject are of the opinion that 
the resolutions adopted should 
not 
contain anything over which there 
could be the slightest difference of 
opinion. 
The New York resolution, 
which was made public Wednesday 
night, is denounced by such Bryan 
leaders as Mayor Charles G. Dahlman 
of Omaha and Judge M. E. Wade of 
Iowa, the mem bet of the national com- 
mitiee from that state. 
Direct Slap at 
Bryan. 
They declare that its adoption would 
be a direct slap at Bryan and insist 
that in giving it out for publication 
the New York delegation intended to 
disparage the Nebraska candidate. Tlie 
portions of the resolution which par 
ticularly arouse the ire ot the friends 
of Mr. Bryan relate to Mr. Cleveland's 
record on the question of maintaining 
the integrity ot the courts and finance, 
the paragraphs being a-, follows: 
“He respected the integrity of our 
courts and so insisted upon strict en 
forcement of the law that every hon 
est man or interest might be protect­ 
ed and all offenders punished, without 
fear or favor. 
“ He maintained the public credit 
and honor, stood firm as a rock in 
fense ol sound principles of finance, 
and resisted dangerous economic doc ­ 
trines and practices left by the Repub­ 
lican party as a heritage of our peo­ 
ple.” 
It was said by Mayor Dalhman that 
these expressions are but thinly veiled 
attacks upon Mr. Bryan and his well 
known attitude on the question of 
adopting an anti-injunction plank, and 
his position in 1896 and 1900 on tlie 
money question. 
“These questions have no proper 
place,” said Mr. Dahlman. 'in reso­ 
lutions intended only to honor the 
name of the late Mr. Cleveland 
Mr. 
Bryan’s personal tribute to the mem* 
or> of the late ex-president was of 
a character proving that no man hon­ 
ored Mr. Cleveland mote, nor would 
go further in giving him credit for 
advancing the interests of the Demo 
cratic party. 
It is true tliai Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Cleveland had different views 
on many questions of party policy and 
with the rare tact which he always ex 
i Mbits, Mr. Bryan refrained from any 
allusion that might provoke strife in 
the party. 
It is my opinion that the 
Democratic national convention, 
in 
adjourning out of respect to Mr. Cleve 
land’s 
memory, 
should 
follow 
Mi 
Bryan's example.” 


Bombshell in Bryan Camp. 
The publication of the Parker reso 
lution was a bombshell exploded in the 
midst of the Bryan followers and steps 
were at once taken by members of 
the committee on convention arrange 
ments to head off its introduction in

fight, which they desired to avoid Sev­ 
eral members of the committee, who 
do not care now to be publicly quoted 
did not hesitate to say, however, ilia 
in their opinion an argument In the 
convention over such a resolution p.

Louisville, Ky., July 3.—-Comment­ 
ing upon the report from New York 
that Judge Alton B. Parker nad been 
■elected to present resolution« at the 
Denver convention upon ex-President 
Cleveland’s death, Colonel Henry Wet* 
terson said, in part: 
“The attempt to drtig ihe dead body 
of Grover Cleveland from its new-made 
grave into the tumult of a national 
convention will deceive no one.

MURAT HALSTEAD DEAD.

Cincinnati, July 3.—Murat Halstead, 
one of the leaders in American journ­ 
alism lor over hail a century and 
widely known as a vigorous editorial 
ami magazine writer, died at his home 
in this city in his seventy-ninth year. 
At his bedside w*ere his wife, his son, 
Robert, and one daughter, Mrs. Arthur 
Stem. 
Mr. Halstead had been falUn*- 
ln strength for several months an* 
Wednesday 
suffered 
from 
cerebral 
hemorrhage. 
His physicians told the 
family that death was simply a ques 
tion of hours and those of the family 
at a distance were at once notified. 
Mr. and Mrs. Halstead celebrated 
their golden wedding anniversary a 
i little more than a year ago, at which 
time Mr. Hal«tead’s health seemed 
frail and as time passed he grew 
weaker, so that the news of his death 
was not wholly unexpected. 
The sud 
den death of bis son Marshall a few 
months ago was a severe shock te 
him and it is believed to have had an 
adverse effect on his health, being the 
first break in his family.

•»cad, another son. is American con 
sel at Birmingham, Eng., and othei 
members of tlie family are scattered 
throughout the country. 
Mr. Halstead wras one of the great 
editors ol the last half of tlie Nine 
teenth century and one of the leadinv 
journalists ol tlie world.

hidden from us. 
T h e outerm ost of the 
enveloping shells is about 5,000 miles 
thick and is ealled the chromosphere.

Washington, July 3.—Two confer­ 
ences of importance were held by 
Judge William H. Taft, the first being 
with Speaker Cannon and the second 
with Secretary of the Treasury Georgs 
B. Cortelyou. 
Concerning neither con- 
ferenre was much disclosed. 
Speaker Cannon, at the conclusion 
of his talk with Judge Taft, said that

MURAT HALSTEAD DEAD. 


Noted 
American 
Journalist 
Passes 
Away in Cincinnati. 
Cincinnati, July 3.— Murat Halstead, 
one of the leaders in American journ­ 
alism for over half a century and 
widely known as a vigorous editorial 
and magazine writer, died at his home 
in this city in his seventy-ninth year. 
At his bedside were his wife, his son, 
Robert, and one daughter, Mrs. Arthur 
Stem. 
Mr. Halstead had been falling 
in strength for several months an. 
Wednesday 
suffered 
from 
cerebral 
hemorrhage. 
His physicians told the 
family that death was simply a ques 
tion of hours and those of the family 
at a distance were at once notified. 
Mr. and Mrs. Halstead celebrated 
their golden wedding anniversary a 
little more than a year ago, at which 
i time Mr. Halstead’s health seemed 
frail and as time passed he grew 
weaker, so that the news of his death 
was not wholly unexpected. 
The sud 
den death of his son Marshall a few 
months ago was a severe shock te 
him and it is believed to have had an 
adverse effect on his health, being the 
first break in his family. 
Albert Hal­ 
stead, another son, is American con- 
sel at Birmingham, Eng., and other 
members of the family are scattered 
throughout the country. 
Mr. Halstead was one of the great 
editors of the last half of the Nine 
teen th century and one of the leading 
journalists of the world.
